Penn, Hutton sparkle as traitors 


“Falcon and The Snowman” shows 
disillusionment through espionage

It was the fall of the Roman 
Empire and the height of Greek 
drama, televised and analyzed and 
shown in slow mouon.

Ina desperate effort to regain critical student-bod) funding, 
members of the Hornet staff worked to increase the ASI 
actuvity fee by SO cents per student per semester. The issue was 
placed on the ballot last May, and voters approved the increase 
with a 56 percent “ves” vote. Both CSUS interim President 
Austin Gerber and CSU Chancellor W. Ann Reynolds 
approved the increase, and you paid the extra four bits this 
semester 

Now, stalk 
particular purpose, so the Hornet also added a non binding 
public opimion poll to the ballot. Fifty-four percent approved 
the use of the 50-cent increase as funding for the Hornet. We 
felt that the ASI senate had a morally binding mandate trom its 
constituents, so the Hornet submitted a proposed contract to 


aw prohibus carmarking ASI fee increases fora 


the senate in September that would guarantee the increase be 
allocated to us each semester 

Thus far the senate hasn't acted on the contract, but it will be 
on the agenda a week from today. We encourage all who have 
an interest in the Hornet or would be affected by publication 
cutbacks to attend the senate meeting. The ume has come to 
pass the contract 

The senate has had some theoretical problems with “giving” 
the Hornet, a non-ASI program since 1981, the money. Here's 
why that shouldn't be a concern: first, the Hornet acted in good 
faith by raising the money for the contract, not just asking for it. 
second, the Hornet 1s asking the student body for the money. 
circumventing the need to locate coin-operated boxes on 
campus by asking ASI to act as our collecting agent and making 
it easier for readers to pick upa copy of the paper — remember, 
the students already agreed to pay in essence a 50-cent per 
semester subscription; third, AST will be paid a commission for 
collecting the subscription in the form of $3,250 worth of 
FREE advertising, which would apparently be spread to all 
ASI organizations; fourth, the senate has a responsibility to 
uphold the wishes of its constituents, and ought to recognize the 
need for a healthy, regular student publicauion 

If the senate chooses to abdicate its clear responsibilues, The 
State Hornet wi// survive; bankruptcy will notresult. But 
undoubtedly the publication will shrink to a smaller tabloid size 
that is distributed only once per week. That's no threat, just the 
economic reality of the publishing business. And if the decision 
of the senate is to disapprove the contract, and that is truly what 
the students desire, so be it. We think that would be a travesty, 
and many readers would agree
